emperor can do nothing that ia not be- 
nevolent,"* 
An amusing incident occurred not 


long ago in connection with a Mimclm 
officer of high rank, Wulahsich-ungah, 
the .president of the board of ceremonies. 
Thislgentlemaa returned thanks for the 
honor of having been invited to a sacri- 
ficialvf east by the emperor, a»4 tfe? next 
day'a,terrible snubbing was tvdHiimo- 
teretLto him. 


It> appears that the emperor had not 


invited him afc all, and was much aston- 
ished. 


"His name," says the degree, "does 


not appear in the list of guests approved 
bv ns, and in thus thanking us he haa 
been guilty of a great piece of careless- 
ness. 


The committee of the board of punish- 


ments allotted a penalty to poor Wulah- 
sich-ungah, who should, according tc 
etiquette, have been grateful for that 
also, though his thanks are not recorded. 


Variations of the Compass. 


Why the magnetic needle points north- 


ward has never been satisfactorily de- 
termined, but what perplexes ftnd puz- 
zles scientists most is its persistent varia- 
tions. By observations in Paris it was 
found that in 1681 the magnetic needle 
varied 2 degs. and 30 mins. to the west; 
in 18G5, less than 200 yea*s later, 18 degs. 
and 30 mins. to the west. In London, 
between 1580 and 1692, the needle varied 
from 10 degs. 15 niins. east to 6 degs. 
•west. In Dakota tho average variation 
is 18 degs. and 30 mins. east; in Minne- 
sota 11 degs. east, while in Montana it 
it is 20 degs. east. It does not point due 
north except in a few localities, and at 
no place does it continue to point with a 
given angular distance from the north 
for any stated length of time. 


In many places it changes secularly, 


annually, diurnally and hourly, and is, 
besides, further subject to fluctuations 
reducible to no method of tabulation. 


In the vicinity of iron in any shape, or 


of magnetic sands, it is deflected toward 
the material attracting it. The needle 
has been known to vary 5 degs. in a dis- 
tance of one mile, and 1 deg. and 80 
mins. in two hours when left stationary 
in a certain locality.—St. Louis Be- 
public.

In 
many ot the American cemeteries are to 


seen shafts, pillars, pedestals and 


plinths of red granite, which is extreme- 
,y hard, but can be cnt into any shape 
and polished to the smoothness of a look- 
ng glass by simple machinery. Now, 
;hongh the ancients sometimes used 
ron, and got the metal out of the ore by 
freat and long continued heat, they did 
lot know that by adding carbon to it 
ihey conld convert it into steel, which is 
oard enongh to cut all other metals. Be- 
sides iron the ancients were acquainted 
with copper, gold, silver, lead, quick- 
silver and tin—that is, with seven metals, 
whereas we have over fifty.—Thomas J.

Each candidate has detectives 


watching the others to ascertain who is 
bonght and the price offered for votes. The 
majority of the members, like onr own 
boss-governed nolong at Carson, have go 
debased themselves by utterly disregarding 
their pledges and the interests of their 
constituents, that they have no hope of 
being ever again elected to any office of 
profit or trust and will niake the most of 
the opportunity afforded them by the death 
of Senator Hearst. 


As the Senatorship ia to be sold for coin 


to the person making the best bid, the un- 
purchasable members should endeavor to 
t'arn the situation to popular account. A 
resolution would now be in order to dispose 
o( the Senatorship by public auction in 
joint convention of the two Houses, the 
price to be turned into the State Treasury. 
This would give all competitors for the 
prize a fair show, and while it would not 
affect the ohoioa, as the heaviest sack will 
determine that in any event, it would make 
quits a difference in the assets of the 
State. 
Of course the members who eotint 


thoir votes as so much merchandise, to be 
disposed of to the beet advantage, would 
oppose the resolution, and, being in the 
majority, defeat it, bat the roll-call on its 
adoption would expedite the private sale 
of the place, as it would enable the buyers 
to distinguish those who are for sale from 
those who are not. 


ANOTHER RAILROAD. 


All the San Francisco papers say that 


another transcontinental railroad if to be 
built forthwith. 
The narrow gauge known 


aa the California & Nevada has been pur- 
chased by the new company and will be 
widened to the standard gauge at ooce. 
Surveys have been mode across the State 
of California to Bodie; thence across Ne- 
vada to Fioohe; thence to Grand Junction, 
where the Bio Grande Western joins the 
Colorado Midland. The new line will be 
called the California, Nevada & Santa Fe, 
and it is announced that it will be pushed 
to completion as speedily as possible. 


This road will doubtless instil new life 


in Central and Southern Nevada and mate- 
rially aid in developing the resources of 
these sections of tha State. It may be the 
means of building up a tier of counties 
along the road, which, like Washoe, Hum- 
boldt and Elko on the Central Pacific, will 
pay a reasonable proportion of Ihe expen- 
ditures of the State Government. 
At 


present Ihe three counties named pay 
about half the revenue of the State, while 
Storey and Ormsby, which receive an- 
nually nearly as much money from the 
State Treasury as they pay into it, domi- 
nate the Legislature and State Govern- 
ment, and under boss rale say what legis- 
lation shall and shall not be enacted, ignore 
tha will of the majority,oonstituiionaUy ex- 
pressed, and conduct affairs for their own 
aggrandisement and benefit with aa much 
complacency and as little regard for tha 
wishes of tho respectable, unpurchaseable 
and bona fide residents of the State as tha 
Shah of Persia or the Ameer of Afghanis- 
tan. 


READ THE CONSTITUTION. 


"Hereafter the dualist is eligible for 


office in this State, a resolution having 
been adopted by the Legislature doing 
away with the dualist oath heretofore ie- 
quired of all State offieatg." 


The above from the Times-Review iu 


misleading, and unless our esteemed con 
temporary wishes to be classed with a ma- 
jor.ty ot the Legislature, the JOCKNAL sug- 
gests that it real thy Sluts Constitution, 01 
at least Section 2, Article XV of that it- 
Btrumsnt and correct the error ia the above 
paragraph.

CRAZED B1 DRINK. 


A Mnn Cuts His Thront With » .Razor 


D. D. Butterfleld, a carpenter by tiade 


and 65 years of age, wbe resides with his 
family on Feavino street, had been drinking 
heavily of late. Last Saturday he qui 
drinking and took a pledge to abstain from 
using intoxicating liquora so long as he 
lived. Yesterday while completely pros 
trated and suffering from delirium tremens 
he cut bis throat with a razor. The gaeh 
completely severed the outward jugular vein 
and nearly severed the internal jugular vein 
on the left side of his throat.

He had absolute,- sway for a hundred 
miles or morerand he "kept theborder." 
His men rode on horseback to Monterey 
and to Capt Sorter's fort on the Sacra- 
mento, bringing him news and carrying 
bis letters, Spanish families colonized 
the ferttl* valleys under his protection, 
ami Indians came and buM ia the shad- 
ows of the Sonoma mission. 


He owned, as he believed by unassail- 


able title, the largest and finest ranch in 
the province, and ho dispensed ft hos- 
pitality BO generous and universal that 
it was admired and extolled ev&h among 
tho old Spanish families. 
J. Quinn 


Thornton, vrho visited the coast in 1848, 
and published h}s experiences, says; 
"Governor General Vallejo owns 1,000 
horses that are broken to the saddle and 
bridle, and 8,000 that are not broken. 
Broken horeea readily bring $100 apiece, 
but the unbroken ones can be purchased 
for a trivial sum." 


More and more in the closing years of 


the epoch and the days of the conquest 
Gen. Vallejo became the representative 
man of his people, and so he has re- 
ceived, among many of the old families, 
the reproachful name of a traitor to Cali- 
fornia and to his nation. The quiet in- 
tensity of this bitterness, even today, ia 
a startling thing. I have seen men of 
pure blood, famous in provincial history, 
leave the room at the name of Vallejo.— 
Charles Howard Shun in Century. 


Columbus' Body. 


Christopher Cohnnbus died in obscurity 


and poverty at Valadolid, Spain, May 
20, 1506. By special favor of the monks 
of St. Francis his body was, for a time, 
deposited in the vault of their church in 
that city, but some years later, in pur- 
suance of his own expressed wish, the 
remains were translated to Hispaniola 
and placed in a crypt under the cathe- 
dral of San Domingo. In 1539 the body 
of Diego, the son of Columbus, was also 
buried in the crypt, and some years^ 
afterward that of Luis, the discoverer's" 
grandson, was luid with the other two. 
In 1795 the Spanish part of San Domingo 
was ceded to the French, but before the 
cession permission was given for the re- 
moval of Columbus' body to Havana. 


A metallic case, supposed to contain 


the body of the discoverer, was removed 
and placed in the Cathedral of Havana, 
and the matter rested until 1877, when a 
metallic casket was found in the San 
Domingo vault, which beyond all doubt 
was that of Christopher Columbus. It 
was inscribed both within and without 
with his name and titles, and proved be- 
yond question that, through haste or 
carelessness, the persons who effected 
the removal in 1703 had carried away the 
body of Diego, the son of Columbus, 
and that the rornnina of the great ad- 
miral now rest beneath the Cathedral of 
San Domingo.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.
